The war forced all Oovemments to go into l.usim-ss, ajul tiio pro- 
cess of clisentanpliii? th.-msclves from the burdens assumed at that 
time is far from l)iiiig complete. President Harding's ideal of "leaa 
Government in business" is beinp only slowly realized. 

We inherited the merchant marine as one of the results of the 
Government, engaging in what would ordinarily have been left to 
privatp industry. Potentially, this fleet may be a great national 
, asset, but wr have not jet succeeded in putting it on a paying basis. 
' At the recent sale of the (iovemmcnt's wooden ships it was hmncln 
ont that some of them embodied an outlay in wages seven times tlie 
normal rute of pay. and this illustrates only one of the difficulties of 
making the Government compeetc with private enterprise. 

AllowiJig tor a certain amount of fraud and deliberate imposi- 
tion, the sreater of the losses of Governmental activity in business 
intist be laid to the system itself. This nation, as the richest of the 
belligerent p, naturally Miftercd more than others, but the system pro- 
duced similar results elsewhere. 

The British auditor general has just issued a report on Govern- 
ment tarding losses that contains items of waste and ill management 
as ah as anylhinfi; eliarged to inefiieieney in our own experience. The 
British goveniraent went in for cxten.sivc food pureha.ses and distri- 
bution, with tremendous losses. On a single item labeled "bacon 
transactions" from .\ugust, to March, 1920, a deficit of £5,709,- 
962. or about !?2.'5.0O0,O0O, is chalked up against the taxpayers. 

The same lesson is drawn that has been emphasized time ani 
again. "The tendeney will always be to raise the price against tli-' 
Oorernment for anything it desires to bnj', and t oexact the highest 
possible wa?es for the least possible return in the form of work." 
Besides, there is the inevitable interjection of politics into business 
enterprise.

gallons less than the consumption.

In order to take care of the peak de- 
mand, it Is necessary for the oU refin- 
ing industry to operate on practically 
a uniform basis throughout the year.
